AP roclamation about the diſſoluingof 
the Parliament. | 


Hereas Wee, for the generall good of Our Kingdome, cauſed 
H 8 Our gigh Court of Parliament to aſſemble and meete, by Pꝛoꝛogati⸗ 
on the twentieth day of January laſt paſt, ſithence which time the 
lame hath been continued: And although in this time, by the maleno⸗, 
ent dilpoſitions of ſome ill affected perſons ofthe Houſe of Commons, 
wee haue had lundꝛp iuſt cauſesof offence and diſlike of their pꝛotee⸗ 
N || dit1gs;yet Wee reſolued with patience to trie the vttermoſt, which woee 
the rather did, foꝛ that We found in that houle a great number of fober 
DJ and graue perſons, well affected to Religion c gouernment, e deſirous 
to pꝛeſerue Unitie and Peace in all parts of Our Kingdome. And 
hauing on the flue and twentieth dap of Febꝛuarp laſt, by the vnifozme aduice of 


Pur Pꝛiuie Counſell, cauſed both Houſes to bee adtourned vntill this pꝛelent day, hoping in the 


meane time, that a better and moꝛe right vnderſtanding might bee begotten betweene Us and 


the members ofthat Houle, whereby this Parliament might haue a happy end andiſſue. 


And fo2 the lame intent, We did againe this day command the line Adiournment to bee made, 


-bntill the tenth day of this moneth : It hath ſs happened by the dilobedient and ſeditious carri⸗ 


age of thoſe ſaid ill affected perſons of the Houle of Commons, That we. c Pur Regall autho- 
ritie andcommandement, haue beene lo highly contemned, as Our Ringly Oklice cannot beare, 
no: any foꝛmer age can parallel. And therekfoze it is Our full, and abſolute reſolution, to dil- 
ſolue the ſame Parliament; Whereof Wee thought good, to giue notice vato all che Lozds Spt- 
rituall and Tempozall, and to the Knights, Citizens, and Burgefles of this pzeſent Parlta- 
ment, and to all others whom it may concerne, that they may depart about their needfull af- 
fatres, without attending any longer here. Meuertheleſſe, wee Will that they, and all others 
ſhould take nofice, that We doe, and euer Will diſtinguiſh betweene thoſe, who haue ſhewed good 
affection to Religion and Gouernment, and thoſe that haue giuen themſfelnes oner to Faction, 


and to woꝛke diſturbance to the peace,and good oꝛder of Our Kingdome. 


Giuen at Our Court at White-Hall , This ſecond day of March, in the fourth yeere of Our Reigne of 


Great Britaine, France, and Ireland. 
God ſaue the King. 
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
